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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1,114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been 
reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 10, 2004 has 
been entered. 

Priority

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-2 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Applicant's arguments submitted November 28, 2003 were found to be 
persuasive and allowable over Kita et al. (US 6,397,749), Deboer et al. (US 6,090,524), 
Teng (US 6,387,595) and Hauquier et al. (US 6,068,965). Claims 1-2 are also allowable 
over the documents cited in the IDS filed May 10, 2004. Specifically, WO 94/18005 Al, 
WO 98/40212 Al and WO 99/19143 Al all teach layers that meet the respective 
limitations for the ink-receptive layer (1) and the hydrophilic layer (2) of the present 
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application, however there is no teaching or suggestion in any of the patents of an 
additional overcoat layer, specifically a hydrophilic overcoat layer (3) that is removed on 
press.
